Halifax. Kov. IS.—The terrible sale 


which has been raging on tbe New- 
foundland coast during ihe past three 
days has carried death and destruc- 
tion in its track. Shipping has suffered 
severely as a result of the storm and 
many lives have been lost. A private 
dispatch which reached Louisburg, C. 
B., states that the Norwegian steamer 
Ella, under charter to the Black Dia- 
mond company, bad been lost on the 
Newfoundland coast in the vicinity of 
Belle Isle, with all hands. The steam- 
ere left Montreal on Friday with a 
general cargo for St. Johns. The Ella 
Was 901 tons register and was built, 
at Snaaerland In 1S9S. This was her 
last trip of the season on that route. 
She carried a crew of about 20 men, 


British Crew Attacked. 


London, Nov. IS.—An extraordinary 


demonstration of pro-Boerism is re- 
ported by a Brussels newspaper. It 
seems that a Dutch fishing boat be- 
longing to Ymuidon, while off Weilln- 
gen lightship, in the North sea, pre- 
tended to be in distress and approach- 
ed a British smack. Thirteen fisher- 
men from the Dutch boat boarded the 
British craft and attacked the crew 
of the latter, shouting "Long lire the- 
Boers." Several of the 
Britishers 


were wounded. It is alleged that, be- 
fore making the attack, the Dutchmen 
locked their captain in Ms cabin. The- 
British smack succeeded in escaping 
and arrived at Ostend, wh«r« tho cap- 
tain lodged a complaint with the 
British consul.

day says tbiit during the past mc-ntL. 
tvvelve Filipinos were hanged, ten sent 
to prison for life, and twenty more fo~ 
terms of from five to thirty years. 
Tinioteo Dhalan, one of the executed 
men had five. American prisoners of. 
war, bound and hacked 
to death. 


Francisco Brayanza, another Filipino, 
whom Gen. Chaffee had hanged, mas- 
sacred one hundred of one hundred 
and seventy-five Spanish prisoners. 
who had been turned over to him for 
safe keeping-. Brazanea divided the 
prisoners into squads of ten, tied their 
arms, marched them into Rice fields 
and by blow-ing a vvhistio for a signal 
had all but seventy killed in- quick 
order with bolos, dappers, clubs and 
spears.
